Thus was Hezekiah ſupported by a ſpi- 
ritual Truſt, and Confidence in God, in 
regard to the Deliverance of himſelf and his 
People from that horrid Slavery, to which 
Sennacherib, King of Aſſyria, was haſten- 
ing to reduce them. 

He had already actually invaded Fudah, 
laid Siege to, and taken ſeveral fenced Ci- 
ties, and was preparing to inveſt the Ca- 
pital itſelf, In this dangerous Conjuncture 
we find Hezekiah endeavouring to defend 
himſelf by all viſible human Means: + He 
ſtrengthened himſelf, and built up all the

As 
if he had faid; Though we have taken 
theſe neceſſary Precautions, and with the 
utmoſt Aſſiduity have endeavoured to for- 
tify ourſelves againſt the Attacks of our 
Enemies, yet-let us not depend (though it 
is right and expected by God, that we 
ſhould make uſe of every Expedient he 
hath enabled us to put in Practice for our
